DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed on 10/06/2009. Claims 2 and 4- 
1 1 have been cancelled. Claims 1 and 3 are now pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowed over the closest references: Boudreau et al. (WO 
02/34863 Al). 

Boudreau et al. disclose a disclose methods for removing mercaptans from hydrocarbons 
sfreams comprising react basic metal salts with mercaptans to form mercaptides. The metal salt 
are dissolved or suspended in ionic liquids. The demercaptanized hydrocarbon stream can be 
removed. The ionic liquids are organic compounds that are liquid at room temperature (page 5, 
line 17). Boudreau et al. further disclose ionic hquids bmim- BF4" and bmim- PFfi~. where bmim 
= l-butvl-3-methvlimidazolium . are liquids at room temperature (page 13, Table 1). However, 
Boudreau et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed method for recovering fine particles 
dispersed in an aqueous medium comprising, adding an ionic liquid, which does not dissolve 
substantially a dispersing aqueous medium, to the aqueous medium containing fine particles and 
fransferring said fine particles from said aqueous medium to the ionic liquid, wherein the amount 
of the ionic liquid b mL to be added to 10 mL of the aqueous medium containing said fine 
particles by a mM dispersing concentration is in the range so as the ratio a/b is 0.05 l<a/b< 1.0 , 
and wherein said ionic liquid is an organic ionic liquid selected from the group consisting of 
compounds represented by following formulae 1. 
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wherein, R? and R"* are an alkyl group of carbon number 1-7, n is an integer of 1-3, Ri is an alkyl 
group which can possess a substitution group of carbon number 1-7, X is selected from the 
group consisting of NO . '. ( CF -.S0-;)7N '. TFSF. Cf and SO-. H". 

There is no prior art of record, alone or in combination teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
puncture sealing agent.
